Be it Resolved, That It is the ear- 
nest desire of the Legislature of the 
iRepublic of Hawaii that upon the ef- 
fectuation thereof by the United States 
of America, the National-ensign of the 
Republic of Hawaii shall thereupon 
and thereafter be the ensign of the 
Territory of Hawaii.

This was signed by Representatives 


W. F. Pogne, D. H. Kahaulello, L. L. 
McCandless and A. B. Loebensteln. 


Representative Robertson offered an 


amendment changing the wording of 
the form of the resolution and adding 
that the great seal of Hawaii shall be- 
come the great seal of the Territory. 
Representative Atkinson was op- 


posed to the resolution. He styled it 
sentimentality. He thought it was 
not proper for this legislature to dis- 
cuss the question at all. That should 
be left for the future.

annexation. The opposition was based 
on thes theory that the '"new dispen- 
sation"' should prescribe the flag, and 
that the present trustees of Hawaiian 
nationality, that is, the Legislature 
and Government, bad nothing to do 
trtttiit. 


The matter is mainly one of. senti- 


ment. It is quite customary for a 
"trustee or a. donor, or testator to com- 
plete a gift, with requests, not bind- 
ing in law. These requests are usually 
considered "sacred," but there are in-^ 
stances in legal history, of the lega- 
tees being entirely insensible to such 
requests, and they have made a bonfire 
of the testator's portrait, books and 
furniture 
We believe, however, that 


there is sufficient love of the old flag 
among members of the Legislature, to 
put on record, in the probable closing 
hoars of the ixatioiia} life, a resolution 
which can be in any event, only an 
earnest request that those who suc- 
ceed in authority will carefully retain, 
the old flag.

The Philippines extend south from 
Formosa about 960 miles or 14 degrees

of latitude to within 4 degrees of tiie 
equator, and- over 650 miles from east 
to west, or 9 degrees of longitude. 
Within their 'embrace %la the whole 
of the Snln sea; south and 300 miles 
away He* Celebes. Manila, about 250 
miles aouth ot the extreme north, Is 
nearly 700 miles south-east of Hong.- 
kong, and over 5,000'miles south of 
west of Honolulu, lying- In latitude 
15 north. 


Although nearly four centuries have 


elapsed since their discovery, a great 
deal of- uncertainty sfill exlats about 
Jthe geography of this group. It Is 
believed that there are over ,1,400 isl- 
ands, the most of which are'insignifi- 
cant in area, but Luzon and Mindanao, 
the northern and wntlhern, are truly 
majestic, the one containing nearly 
41,000 square miles, the other over 37,- 
000. 
The-whole group Js believed»to 


contain about $15,000 square miles, or 
doable the area of New York State.

^miles in area and 100 fathoms deep. It 
is said that where this: lake and active 
volcano now exist, two-hundred years 
ago, a loftyjnountaln reared its head 
nearly-10,000 feet into the clouds,, bu.t 
. it swiftly dropped Into the depths, and 
the late and volcanotook,fta jjlace..: 
NiThe Bulnsan,- jat the"'.'extreme- sooth 
point of Luzon, has for centuries guid- 
ed the mariner far at sea wHsh i£s pH- 
lar of cloud by day and of fire at night 


. Mayon has always maintained a repu- 
tation for terrible destructive power. 
In 1814 an eruption overwhelmed more 
than 12,000 persons. Vast deposits of 
dehrifl in places covered the tautest 
forest trees. In 1876 one of. the terri- 
fic storms, for , wMch the Philippines 
have a dread notoriety; burst over this 


"•- TOomitain and-, in a snort time such 
vast quantities of looser-material had 
^ teen washed over the surrounding 


country, that over 6,000- house* and all 
roads, canals and farms were ruined 
for miles around. Earthquakes are 


' very frequent to all parts -of the Isl- 


* 
ands. Sometimes they are of terrific 
character and very destructive. No- 
where have they left such evidences 
of their power, Mountains.have been, 
shivered to fragmenta, valleys-filled, 
passages rent from the ocean to the 


. interior; the courses of rivers have 


been changed, and lakes have been 
drained or new ones created. With 
«uch terrific forces of nature in con- 
stant operation, the works of man 
could stand but a poor show, and 


lies 6n'one side of a bay of the sjune 
name, >whlch is a magnificent sheet of 
water, being about 120 miles in cir- 
cumference, having a length of hot far 
from 60 .miles and breadth of 27, and 
is'well protected, excepting from the 
southwest, gales: which' sometimes 
sweep up the bay with enormous nor 
lence and destructive force.' At such 
times tfae shipping in the harbor seeks 
refuge behind the.headland of Cavlte. 
During stlch a storm in 1875, tbe sea 
overwhelmed' a'V good portion of the 
city of Manila, destroying about 4,000 
houses and drowning over .250 per- 
sona, v Another such'.storm in 1890. 
overwhelmed and. ruined the sea-wall 
protecting the hmer harbor. The. city 
is built :upon both sides of tbe liver 
Pasig, which connects the bay with an 
extensive fresh water .lagoon In the 
rear. The water of the river Is deep, 
affording harbor room for considerable 
shipping. For a short time In 1762; 
the city was held by the English, who. 
demanded a ransom of-15,000,000, but 
they withdrew in '1764. For, many 
years the islands .were ,used Jjyi'tlie 
Spanish as. a pdlnt whence piratical; 
descent might be made upon the neigh- 
boring English "and Dutch oolonies. 
It may be said that the Spanish occu- 
pation during Its four centuries of 
possession has been only'partial and; 
indefinite. Many portions of the in-

Mountain ranges extend from 
the north to tbe sooth, with *pur» 
nmnbni both to tire east and west 
There are broad plains and ft f«w ele- 
vated tablelands; lak«» are ntnnerottt, 
and there are a number of consider- 
able riven. Tbc soH in many places 
IB very fertfl*, and Is capable of un- 
limited production of the fruits of the 
tropic*. At present rogar, tobacco and 
hemp are the principal exports, but 
rice and bananas boflsjUtnte the main 
food of a large portion Of the popula- 
tion, The mineral wealth !• probably 
quite lartrc. OoJd, copper, iron, mer- 
CUTV and lead exist and mines are

e Philippines might 


easily raise; -all 4he:augar. required 
by the worlfl.' Jr:cottld increatse; its 
production of;tobacco;many "huhdred- 
fold, and they already export "annual^ 
ly 150;000,OOP dgars. Its resources in 
fibres, India rubber, various medicinal 
roots and herbs, dye-woods, spices, 
and other-tropical productions are not 
only hardly known, but are probably 
inexhaustible^ The Islands are alsa. 
noted for the variety and fine quality 
of their f ratta, among which are the 
orange, ' mango, mangostfeen, pine- 
apple, guava, bananas and limes. From 
€he Manila banana, comes the so-called 
Manila hemp, widch Is the most valu- 
able rope making material in use, and 
in spite <rf, tie-utter Imbecility and 
repressive tendency of -the Spanish 
system, or lack of system, nearly; forty 
thousand tons of the value of 12,800,- 
000-was exported last year.: . 


Situated but a short distance" north 


of the equator, the climate of the 
iphiHuplnes-is warm; but the country 
is not regarded as unhealthy."From 
November until February the climate 
of Manila Is enduralile. The nights 
are frequently quite cool, although 
tbe thermometer seldom,.if< ever,- falte 
(below 70 degrees. From that tto& ua- 
til the following November the heat 
is oppressive. The hottest months-are 
generally April and May, when there 
is but little rain. From Jane on tie 
rain is heavy and in the latter .part 
of the year the country is visited by 
rtbrms of great severigr, sometimes 
accompanied w)th terrific thunder 
itorW At Manila the ralufan-rnns 
from 75 to 96 inches a year. During 
the heated term, bu*ine«i« very large- 
ly suspended from 9 o'clock until 6 in 
the afternoon. In the evenings the 
streets are brilliantly lighted in the 
cities, and thronged wttfc a varied po- 
pulation. 
The history of the Spanish Govern- 


ment of the Philippines might also be 
called a chapter in the story of the 
Roman Catholic Church.

The percentage of Eu- 
ropeans is insignificant, there not be- 
ing over ten thousand Spaniards, and 
perhaps -twenty-five hundred' of all 
other European nationalities.. There 
may poeslbly be one hundred Ameri- 
cans, wkn a few Germans, French and 
British.

"French, mestizos," "German mestl- 
tos," "Chinese mestizos," or, as the 
case may be. The Chinese, as else- 
where, are the traders and laborers, 
and have acquired much wealth. In- 
deed, it Is said the Chinese -prbWem 
In the Philippine* l» neariy as acnte 
as In California, 
In the cities tbe 


chief occupation of the native* seems 
to be, attending various church func- 
tions, which take much time and are 
carried otit with glllter aad brilliancy, 
and cock-flfhttng. So fond are they ot 
tbe tetter degradation that many a 
man in time* ot the fires which occa- 
sionally sweep away the frail houses 
occupied by tbe natives, b*s been 
known to roth frantically Into places 
of danger to cave his gtllo, as the 
fighting cock IB called, leaving his vlfe, 
children aad property to periah in the 


the machete in the hands of the Cub- 
ans. It is these people who still roam 
/the mountain fastnesses of .the Phil- 
ippines, nnconquerejd by the Spaniards, 
and probably a million or more hold 
absolute control of perhaps half of 
the entire: country. In Mindanao there 
is hardly a pretense of maintaining 
order; It is a ;landof terror; the realm 
Of.,anarchy and cruelty. Murder Is a 
regular institution. The man of might 
Is he, who baa cut- off sixty heads. 
Depopulation Is frightful. Wretched-; 
ness unspeakable. Of trade and com- 
merce .there is almost nothing, and 
the Spaniards da not even attempt to 
reduce and hold control in that Isl- 
and. Apparently, the only attempt 
of the Spanish has been to obtain the 
mastery where* large reyenae might 
be obtained, and wiiere sucn waa iwrt 
plainly in sight they regarded with 
utter indifference the lawlessness and 
misery engenered by their own op? 
presaion and wicked lack of govern-] 
meat. In factj the Spaniards hayel 
ibeen ta the PbJHJppines what they 
iave. been elsewhere, a fearless and 
fanatic,, but .never a colonizing race. 
Dazzled .by the splendor df their canr 
quests/for a long time. JJurope -ber 
^li«y»d^ t}» Spaniards, ;asVdtJ3tow be^ 
lieves the^Englishi to beV-flie great 
colonizers oif the -world. Wherever 
in passed, the natives were en- 


slaved'and became miserable wrecks. 
Bat it seems likely that by the end 
of tfils century the destructive power 
of the Castillian will be gone and her 
colonies forever swept from her grasp. 


The great question is now presented 


to the United States, having conquer- 
ed the Philippines, what are you going 
to do with them? America cannot 
with honor return these islands to the 
Spanish. It cannot thus hopelessly 
condemn to ruin the millions of that 
benighted land who are now first see- 
ing the glimmerings of light Ameri- 
ca 'has \been the land of liberty and 
Christian light," and her war with 
Spain has suddenly thrown npon her 
hands questions of the gravest and 
most solemn nature/ I believer that the 
genius of the great republic will deal 
in a successful and enlightened man- 
ner with tills matter, as It has met 
and overcome all difficult questions in 
the past 
If the missionary societies of Eng- 


land" or the United States.nave at- 
tempted the conversion of the Philip- 
pines Islands I have not found the 
record of their work, but the efforts 
of.the British and Foreign Bible Soci- 
ety have extended to those shores. The 
New Testament and Pslams.have been 
translated into Pangisanen, a depot Is 
maintained In Luzon, and a few thoo- 
sand copies have-been circulated, but 
in order that the people may read 
they must first be taught, and thia 
will not be done until an enlightened 
system, with laws requiring compul- 
sory attendance is established in 
those Islands, and such a system will 
not be estafcjlshed until the govern- 
ment to separated from the cnurcb 
and dares to act without regard to the 
wishes of the priests-

WASHINOTON, June 27.—It is said 


that thet« are two divisions of the op- 
position to the annexation of Hawaii, 
one acting in the interest of the Sugar 
Trust and^the other in another interest 
aot disclosed. The Sugar Trust peo- 
ple are said to be weakening, but the 
others are holding out 


One proposition said to have come 


from the Stigar Trust's combination, Is 
that a resolution authorizing the^Fre- 
sident to take military possession of 
Hawaii be passed. The cunning7 of 
this lies in the fact that there : has 
been a decision Of the Supreme Court 
that military occupation annexes ter- 
ritory, but does not put the revenue 
laws of this Government in force. 
Such occupation would afford the Su- 
gar Trust time to get up a deal on 
revenue laws which would be bene- 
ficial to if. 


Tae leaders of the anti-annexation 


movement held a meeting today and 
decided they would resist any effort 
to further extend the hours of the 
daily sessions for the discussion of the 
Hawaiian position. 
They agreed.to 


begin the discussion promptly at 11 
o'clock :Cach flay, providing there, was 
a quorum .present, bntjthey decided to 
take a position against the extension 
of the: debate beyond 5 o'clock in the 
evening. 
'

btween the representatives of the re- 
spective side of the Hawaiian contro- 
versy, and several of the antl-annex- 
attonists gave assurance that they had 
no intention of conducting a filibuster. 
It,was these assurances which led to 
the amicable arrangement about the 
adjournment of the day's- session. 
They ..have also caused the supporters 
of the resolution to. regard the outlook 
'as more favorable than-at any pre- 
.vkras time. No c&e, however, looks for 
a conclusion inside of ten days.
